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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 



1. Claims 30-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Arnold (4,662,803) 

Arnold discloses the claimed invention comprising: as 
shown in Fig. 1, a first cutting portion (42) defining a first 
outer diameter and second cutting portion (18) defining a second 
outer diameter extending from and coaxial with the first cutting 
portion; and wherein the second cutting portion (18) defines a 
generally cylindrical, outer peripheral surface; each of the 
first cutting portion (42) and second cutting portion (18) being 
defined in part by at least two helical cutting flutes extending 
longitudinally shown in Fig. 1. 

Note Arnold also discloses a tapered section(44); and the 
first cutting portion (42) and second cutting portion (18) being 
generally cylindrical shown in Fig. 1.
